NABBED HERE AS HE 
SEEKS LOCAL JOB 


Admitting two previous deser- 
tions from army camps, Alfred 
Winterman, a native of Sweden, 
is in the Upland jail this after- 
noon on another army resertion 
charge and also for suspicion of 
robbery. 

He was arrested at 3:20 p.m. 
here yesterday as the result of 
a timely tip given Upland police 
by Ralph Moon, manager of the 
Citrus Pest Control association. 
Winterman had applied to Mr. 
Moon for employment. The ac- 
cused was arrested at the Baldy 
View Auto court, West Foothill 
boulevard. He was in the com- 
pany of a woman at the time of 
his arrest. 

Army intelligence officers are 
investigating his record and Up- 
land police are also checking on 
reports of local burglaries. In 
the meantime the long over-due 
army sergeant is being detained 
in the Upland jail. 

FROM LOUJSIANA 

He is currently absent from his 
army post adjacent to New Or- 
leans, La. The passes he now 
possesses have been altered, ac- 
cording to Police Chief Eugene L. 
Mueller. 

Immediately after Mr. Moon re- 








ported to police that he was sus- 
picious of a prospective employe, 
authorities began an intensive in- 
vestigation. Chief Mueller was 
assisted by Deputy Sheriffs Cecil 
Meyers and Lou Miller. Two 
army officers from the Ontario 
air depot were also assigned to 
the case by Major Peterson. 

Winterman admitted to the in- 
vestigators he had been in prev- 
ious trouble and that “he was 
over the hill” from the army post. 
He said he came to this country 
from Switzerland in 1935 and re- 
ceived his final citizenship papers 
in 1938 in Chicago. 

LONG RECORD 

His varied police record dates 
‘to 1937 when he was arrested in 
‘Chicago on a charge of man- 
‘slaughter, and in Iowa and Pasa- 
dena he was involved in robbery 
investigations. 

In February, 1942, he was con- 
‘victed of army desertion and sen- 
tenced to six months at hard lab- 
or. He readily told officers he 
had been charged with desertion 
from Camp Grant, Ill., and Camp 
Haan previous to his current de- 
sertion charge. 

The soldier had been residing 
at the auto camp for about nine 
days. During that time he sought 
employment at various places, in- 
*luding the Alan A. Couch garage 
and as a taxi driver in Pasadena.

Be Making Plans for Peace 


This community is in the midst of a gigantic campaign 


to lend our government $207,000. Surely that goal 
should be realized. The thirteen billion bond selling drive 
throughout the nation likewise must be suecessful. 

Our first gigantic effort in the nation is to help win the 


‘war. 
Very close to that 
for the peace to follow. 
From time to time spokesmen give hints of what is be- 


major aim should be preparations 


ing considered as possible peace terms. Insofar as possible, 
international leaders should define a definite peace plan. 
As partners in the war, the Allied nations should see where 
this partnership will take them when victory has been won. 

Publie sentiment is important in war and in peace. Just 
as one local group is heading the campaign to get more 
people to invest more money in the war effort, so another 
local group might foeus attention on the peace problems. 

Peace forums are being held in some communities. Ideas 
are expressed at these forums. At least an opportunity is 
provided for public expression and discussion. Out of such 
discussions come ideas. Thought is stimulated. 

If peace were declared tomorrow, would we be prepared 
to make the whole-hearted contribution to the peace that 
we are making to the war effort? 

It is the duty of every citizen to give the problems of a 
just and lasting peace serious consideration. Our president 
asks that we ‘‘form a publie conscience’’ on the issues of 
peace.
